Did you know that Appleuorks can help you 
write and edit programs written in 
Applesoft Basic. The AppleWorks word 
processor provides many advantages for 
developing programs, such as the use of 
the find and replace commands, as well as 
a much improved editor compared to typing 
in programs using the Basic editor. 

Mhen using the word processor as a Basic 
editor, remember to work in upper case 
letters. The Apple He and the enhanced 
He can interpret lower case letters in 
Applesoft Basic, but other Apple lls 
cannot. First type in the program into 
the word processor from a file from 
scratch with the caps lock key depressed. 
Then print from the beginning of the file 
to a text (ASCII) file on disk. Leave 
(topleWorks and Ic ad PRODOS in drive 1. 

When the menu appears press B for Basic. 
Note the data di^ can remain in drive 2. 

Enter EXEC FILENAME to convert your file 
to a Basic program. Note FILENAME is the 
name you gave to your file when you 
saved it in the word processor. Enter 
LIST (RETURN) to see the program. Type 
SAVE FILENWIEl to save the file as a Basic 
program. Use a different filename from 
that used in AppleWorks. Enter RUN to 
make the program run. 

I think the use of AppleWorks is worthwhile 
particularly if your program is guite long. 
This procedure was taken from the book 
"APPLEWORKS TIPS «. TECHNIQUES" by Robert 
Ericson. Next month I will tell you hc-w to 
convert your existing Basic program to an 
AppleWorks file so you can use the word 
processor to make extensive changes to 
your program. 

ED'S NOTE: This nifty trick will work with 
any word processor capable of storing 
ASCII text files, not just AppleWorks! 

It will not work with a word processor, 
such as Bank Street Writer, that stores 
its files in binary format and does not 
offer an ASCII text file save option. Most 
word processors use text files though, so 
thiere is a good chance yours will work!
